IS THE CZAR LIVING V 



Rumor That His Majesty Is Dead a" 
that the Fact Is 
Concealed. 



The Imperial Family Summoned— 
Proposed Government Commission 
to Conduct Affairs. 



London, Oot. 19.— Dispatches from all 
parts of the continent show that the whole 
European press is brimming with artiolea on 
the Czar. Tho vast majority of tho writers 
praise him for his love of peaoe. Speculation 
as to the Czarewitoh's future policy is rife. 
No two estimates of his character agree. 
Many of them are oxeeedingly unfavorable. 

The censorship of the St. Petersburg 
press is reported as being unusually etriot. 
The newspapers which announoed yesterday 
that Fathor Ivan, better known aa Holy 
John, hod boon aummonod from Oronatodt 
to Livadla, were seized by the polioe. 

The Allgemine Zeitung, in Vienna, sug- 
gested this eveniDg that the Czar 
was already dead and tho foot was 
oonoealod, as it was in the aaso of Emperor 
Nicholas I. 

The Russian embassy in Rome received a 
dispatoh to-night saying that a miracle 
alone could save the Czar's life. Prayers 
are offered hourly in the Russian cathedrals 
and daily in the Russian churches and the 
chapels of tho Russian embassies in the 
European capitals. 

The Standard's St. Petersburg correspond- 
ent says : " It is intended unless events 
precipitate matters, to declare a government 
oounoil on the 29th, when the Senate will 
assemble, and thus avoid the word " Re- 
gent." Tho oounoil will consisb of the 
Czarewitoh, Grand Duke Michael, and 
Councillors Bunge and Solisky." 

Tho correspondent of the Times at St. 
Petersburg telegraphs : " The Czar has now 
taken to his bed and his Imperial relatives 
are gathering round him. With an organio 
disease such ob his the continued dooline of 
strength is one of the moBt alarming synip- 
tons. A service oonduoted by the Metro- 
politan Palladius in tho St. Isaac cathedral 
today was attended by a vast 
crowd of people in full uniform, and 
people in full uniform and civilian drees. 
Among tho dignitaries were the minister of 
war, tho minister of tho interior, minister 
of finanoo and the minister of justice, who 
had just returned to the capital. Thero 
were also present the German oharge 
d'e Hairs, Count Read. Special services are 
boing held in all the churches. 

A sensational report reoeived by tho Moil 
to-night from a responsible correspondent 
at St. Petersburg, saya that there is a wide- 
Bproad belief in the Russian capital 
that the Czar la dying of poiBon. 
Tho ourrent story is that the Emperor 
suddenly became unconscious whilo dining 
at Peterhof two months ago. He remained 
insensible the entire night. Dr. Hlrsch 
diagnosed the caBe as cerebral congestion. 
From that time the Czar's strength rapidly 
diminished. His nights wore sleep- 
less, and he became afflicted with 
a sevoro melanoholy. Prof. Zaohyrne sus- 
pected poisoning and found traces of poison 
in the blood drawn from the Emperor's arm. 
Such is the rumor, but it is cot regarded as 
worthy of credenoe on the present author- 

ity - . 

ABDDR RAHMAN KHAN. 

Afghanistan's Ameer Believed to Bo Dead- 
Affairs at Cabul Serious. I 

Simla, Oot. 19. — It is believed in govern- 
ment circles that the Ameer of Afghanatan 
is dead, although no official confirmation has 
boon received. In view of his reported de- 
mise the situation at Cabul is considered to 
bo serious. Nothing has been heard of En- 
gineer Pyne or the other Europeans at 
Cabul for a number of days past. Ghoolam 
Haider Khan, tho Afghan commander in- 
chief, ia believed to bo absent from Cabul on 
u tour of inspection. This is locked on as 
being a good sign, as the Khan is a violent 
anti-fcreigner. 

T. A. Martin, the London agent of tho 
Ameor of Afghanistan for the past nine 
years, in an interview in regard to tho situ- 
ation of affairs at Cabul, says : " If the 
Ameor knew that his death waa near and 
that tho Uvea of the Europeaca at Cabul 
would be in danger, ho would take evory 
stop possible in order to insure thoir aafoty. 
I hope to hear of the arrival of tho Euro- 
peans in India at any moment . Afghanistan 
has immensely chanr»td under the rulo of 
tho Ameer, and the British aro more liked 
thoro than formerly, I know that tho 
Ameer told mo the wholo fooling of the in- 
habitants of Afghaniatan waa againat Ruasia, 
and tho Ameor discouraged trado with tho 
RuBBians In every poaaiblo way." 



MR, FOSrER'S OPINIONS. 

Satisfied With the Outlook of Canada— Rela- 
tions With the U. S. and the Colonies. 

London, Oot. 19.— Tho Hon. G. E. 
Foster, Canadian minister of financo, said iu 
an interview this evening : " Wo aro satis- 
fied with tho goneral outlook in Canada. 
Wo are coming through tho doprosaion moro 
aatiBfactorily than moBt countries. This ia 
6vidcnoed by tho trado retuniB. Tho tariff 
ohangos certainly woro framed to encourage 
British trade. Tho fact that Britieh ex- 
ports to Canada doolined ia owing to tho 
gonoral tendency lo economy ond ourtailed 
purchaBoa, which is one of tho most notable 
features of Canadian life just now. Moreover 
Canada yearly inoreasoB iior own manu 
faaturee. It is omphutioally true that 
Canada doalroa to strengthen her 
commercial relations with tho United 
Kingdom, tho Australian ond other 
colonies. Tho Ottawa conferonco emanotod 
from that wish and developed u strong pro- 
English sontiment. Doubtless tho tendency 
is to look owoy from tho StotoB, although 
our attitude to them is perfeotly friendly. 
Tho Behring boo arbitration happily re- 
mo vod tho most debateablo question. Tho 
tariff ohangos in both countries must help 
tho intorohango of trado and virtually con- 
stitutes a rooiprocity treaty. Canada has 
responded as far as possible to evory lower- 
ing of tho U.S. duties,"

Ottawa, Oot. 19.— Sir John Thompson 
loaves for England on the Majestic, sailing 
from New York on Wednesday, Oot. 31.

Aocording to returns furnished by the 
officers of the Interior department 4,000 per- 
sons have gone into tho Edmonton distriot 
this year. Considering tho dullness in immi- 
gration matters this is a good record.

He 
left Gaspe in a good sizod schooner, not a 
small boat as at first announced. 

The revised quarantine regulations will 
be proclaimed to-morrow. 

Tho trade returns for the quarter are not 
encouraging. The exports are valued at 
S34.555.471, a decrease of $4,480,089 ; the 
imports §30,903,398, a decrease of $3,000,- 
000 ; duty oolleot-ad $4,609,416, a decrease 
of $1,100,000, 

WILL FACE A WAE. 



China Desirous of Peace But Ready 
to Submit to the Sword's 
Arbitrament 



Japanese Soldiers Preparing to Cross 
the Yalu River— Wross 
Irregularities. 



London, Oct. 19.— A TimeB' Tientsin cor- 
respondent says China desires peace because, 
though aware of her Immense reserves of 
strength, she would willingly avoid the 
sacrifices, riekB and expense of bringing 
them into action. She will, however, face a 
long war resolutely, and will rally such 
forces as will render a Japanese conquest 
impossible, though the effort may exhaust 
both sides. 

Tientsin dispatches say the Chinese fleet 
at Port Arthur was ordered to sea yester- 
day. The Japanese army ia expeoted to 
crosa tho Yalu near Kwi Hin Chi, where tho 
Chinese troops are encamped. A Norweg- 
ian Bteamor waa ovorhonlod and eo^rched off 
Shon Sung promontory by a Japanese 
cruiser. 

A Shanghai dispatoh reaffirms the state- 
ment that a Bmall uprising has taken place 
at Kulo Hwei, in which two officials wero 
killed. Tho sumo dispatch says tho pecula- 
tion of Sheng, the Tatai of Tien Tsing, has 
been well known throughout China, but cer- 
tain persons in exalted positions have en- 
deavored to suppress all mention of hlB 
irregularities 

Shanghai dispatches say five hundred 
troopa will accompany tho vicoroy of Hu 
Kwong to Pokin. Stoomera arriving at 
Shanghai report eight Japaneso worships 
cruiBing to tho southeast of tho Shanghai 
Tung promontory. A letter from Tiontsin 
reports that three thousand troops have ar- 
rived thoro from difforent provinces. It is 
cxpoctod by tho ond of tho month a hun- 
dred thousand troops will havo arrived. 
Forty-oight thousand cavalry from different 
provinces are expected at Shin Kung Kirin, 
The first inatalmontj of Gorman rifloB has 
arrived at Tientsin. 

A dispatoh to tho Timos from Santiago 
says tho Chilean govornment has finally de- 
cided to rofuao China'B offer to purchase six 
warships. 

Berlin, Oot. 19 — This semi-official atate- 
mont haa been mado conoorning affaire in 
Pekin : " Sir Robort Hart, inspector 
gonorul of customs for tho Chinese govorn- 
ment, has direoted tho government's atten- 
tion to the enormous reduction of ouatom 
receipts. Tho exporta havo coaBod almost 
entiroly and the imports havo decreased 
greatly. Sir Roborb waB consulted aa to 
the expodienoy of using cuBtoms steamers 
as military transports. Ho replied that 
thia would be impossible, aa tho steamers 
had no proper fittings, and neithur guns nor 
gunners nor Chinese officers woro available.

Lancefield holds 
they must be printed in Canada in order to 
enjoy copyright proteotion. 

Liberal Candidate In London. 

London, Oct. 19. — At the Liberal con- 
vention Thos. S. Hobbs was unanimously 
nominated to contest the seat made vacant 
by the resignation of Hon. W. R. Mere- 
dith.

Miners' Houses Destroyed. 
Halifax, Oct. 19. — Sixteen miners 
houses in a small mining town in Cape 
Breton were destroyed by fire last night.

No shots havo 
boon exchanged since morning when tho 
Sheriff aud his posse routed tho bush whack- 
ore, capturing four moro. All tho men now 
under arrcBb will be given a preliminary 
hearing at Grayson next week. Last night 
tho Btrikora attacked and fired aome 20 or 
30 shots through tho houBe of Mra. Walker, 
who had stated to hor friends that she had 
sent to tho Hooking valley for her absenb 
huBband to return home to go back to work. 
This outrago has fully aroused the better; 
class of miners, and if thero was any abso- 
lute proof of tho guilt of tho portioB arrest- 
ed a lynching would bo had to night. Tho 
prospootB aro that this outbreak will bo tho 
mconB of ending the long strike on very 
short notioe. 

PELAGIC SEALING. 

Ofllclal Statement of Skins Entered at the 
Port of San Francisco. 

Washington, Oct. 19. — A report re- 
ceived at tho Treasury Department from 
tho United States customs officials at San 
Francisco shows that during tho season

U. S Sealers Covnt Indian Crews— 
Eetnrn of the "Beatrice" 
With Good Catch. 



Washington, D C , Oct. 19.— Secretary 
Carlisle to-day ordered tho revenue cutter 
Cirant to proceed at onoe to Cape Flattery 
to hunt for any boats or wreokago of the 
xoiailng veBBel Ivanhoe, supposed to have 
foundered there. On this vessel was Mr. 
Fred. J. Grant, editor of tho Seattle Post- 
Intelligencer. Senator Squires, of Washing- 
lon.j this afternoon made tho request, which 
mi at onoe complied with by Seoretory 
Carlisle. The Grant will probably bo ready 
to start to-morrow. 

THE *' IDAETTA 's " INTENTIONS. 

The Seattle Telegraph haB the following : 
"Captain B. B. Whitney, of tho sealing 
tcbooner Idaetta, atateB that it has not yet 
been determined whether or not the Idaetta 
will make a winter trip to the sealing 
grounds. Sealing, ho nays, is not as profit- 
able now to Amerioan vessels as it la to the 
British vessels, and owners cannot hope for 
two or three yearB, under the present treaty 
with Great Britain, to make any large pro- 
■fits. The trouble is that whito men have 
no4 yet become suliiciently experienced with 
speaio to compete with the Indians, and it 
will take much practice for them to become 
bo. American vessels are privileged to em- 
ploy Indians on American Boil, but cannot 
employ them from English soil. All the 
Indian sealers make their headquarters in 
British Columbia, so that it praotioally outs 
lbs American sealers out. As a result the 
American sealers do not feel very friendly 
to the present administration for legislating 
in the interest of Great Britain." 

THE INBOUND "TACOMA." 

The steamer Taooma is expected from the 
Orient any time after Tuesday. Her sched- 
ule calls for arrival at this port on Sunday, 
but owing to her big oargo she left Yokoha- 
ma one day late. When the vessel again 
pnlle out of thia harbor Bhe will be so full of 
freight that there will scarcely be room on 
beard of her for fuel. The company opera- 
ting the line of whioh the Tacoma is a part, 
bai been refusing freight for eeveral days. 
'Hie Armour packing company has seoared 
aeontraot from the Japanoee imperial gov- 
ernment to Bupply the Japanese army with 
'8,000 oasea of corned beef. The stuff ia 
roxaing from Chicago and will be shipped to 
lie Orient via the Northern PaoiSa Steam- 
•nip Company. It goes to Yokohama. 

THE "BEATRICE" HOME. 

The sealing schooner Beatrice gob home 
train ber Bohring sea cruise last evening 
nith all well aboard and a catch of 1,518 
•kins. Capt. Maoaulay had no newa to re- 
port, the cruise having been uneventful. 
The greater part of the oatch was made in 
Angust ; only some 300 skins were taken in 
September. The Beatrice left Ocnalaska on 
September 24, and on her way down landed 
meet of her Indian orew on the Weat Coast. 
A report was current among the Indians at 
Cbyoqnob that a aohooner had been wrecked 
ibnt there waa no confirmation of it. 

MARINE NOTES. 

The steamer Mexico ia due from Alaska, 
and the City of Topeka will probably not 
pot in at the Sound upon her next trip 
from the North, but will proceed at once to 
San Francisco, where she is to be generally 
overhauled. 

The schooner Favorite, Capt. McLean, 
returned yesterday afternoon from Clayo- 
qnot, where she landed her Indian orew. 
She brought back as cargo a number of bar- 
ren of dogfish oil. 

The ahip Louis Walsh arrived yesterday 
from San Franoisco and was towed into the 
Royal Roads by the tug Lome.

FRASER RIVER RECLAMATION. 

Government In Favor of a Comprehensive 
Measure That Will Deal With All 
Exposed Lands. 

(From tho Chilli wack Progroas.) 

Among the matters whioh will demand tho 
careful and serious consideration of the gov- 
ernment during the coming session will bo 
the reclamation of the low lands along the 
Fraser river. Thero is no more pressing 
quostion at the present moment, as we see 
it, than this one. Tho outcome of it will 
not only affeot the settlers who now ocoupy 
the lands, but future generations aa well. 
The very existence of the best agricultural 
lands in the province— and for that matter 
in the Dominion— demands chat they shall 
in some way be proteotod from the overflow 
of tho Fraaer and other streams. It is 
within the reoollootion oi our readers that, 
during the eleotion campaign, the dyking 
question was a promiueot feature. The 
calamity of the flooded districts was freah 
in tho minds of all, and prominent govern- 
ment oflioiala and the political camp follow- 
ers, expressed themselves in Btrong sym- 
pathy with the people, and with this 
Boheme whioh they favored. 

Ib is now well-known that the government 
is in favor of a comprehenaive dyking 
measure— one that will deal with all er- 
poaed lands. Thia ia whab we might expect. 
Reasonable men do nob ask a government to 
do olasi legislation— to do for one oonstitu- 
enoy what they would not do for another— 
to proteot one part of the Fraser valley and 
leave the rest to take care of itself. The 
larger scheme is the more feasible, the more 
practicable. What the people want, is that 
this Bohome Bhall be launohed ab the earliest 
possible moment. 

Every year the very existence of ranoh 
ing in the valley ia imperilled. If two such 
experiences of high water should occur in 
succoaslon, poverty and starvation for the 
people is all that would be left. It is well 
known that at the present time the 
outlook ia anything but oheering for 
the twelve months before us. If this 
work could be begun in the near future it 
would be a boon to all. Not only would it 
afford money to those who have now no 
means of earning it, bub ib would restore 
confidence to the ranchers, as well as to 
those who may have been contemplating a 
residenco in these partB of our Province. It 
would aUo remove the fear, which ha 
like a pall over the country, of a similar 
catastrophe during the incoming season 
We look forward confidently in the hope 
that the government, with their wonted en 
ergy and desire for the development of the 
country, will hasten to Moat a soheme which 
will make these lands what nature intended 
them— the great agricultural garden of this 
Western Coaat. 

This matter ia one to whioh we will ex- 
peot not only government supporters, bub 
all our legislators to give their attention 
and support. It is not a question of mere 
policy. On it there is but one opinion, but 
one thing to do. The duty of an Opposition 
ia not simply to oppose. The Opposition 
members are the repreaentativea of the peo- 
ple- to aasiat in measures for their welfare, 
and oarry out their wishes. That the in- 
habitants of the FraBer valley desire their 
lands dykod is well known, it goes without 
saying. Personalities and partyiam ahonld 
sink in tho presence of euoh an important 
question, and wo look forward to c. united 
House when such an important moasuro is 
introduced. Let our politicians show that 
thoy are not ruled by mere sectional or par 
ty animus, and that tho being and well-be- 
ing of our land is far abovo all personal 
piques or potty considerations,

Satolli's aardinolate will cirry jurisdiction 
over a diocese, or will be purely honorary, 
Cardinal Gibbons is also archbishop of the 
Baltimore dloaeee, including Virginia, 
Maryland and the Dietriot of Columbia, 
>vhioh makes him a prominent as well as an 
honorary prelate. Whether a diocese will 
be oreated for the new cardinal is still un- 
determined, but. it is probable that bis 
jurisdiction over queationa betwoen bishops 
and priests and other ohuroh conflicts will 
be regarded as equivalent to a diocese. AH 
of the papers in these trials are in Latin, 
and as Mgr. Satolli is a perfect Latin 
acholar, as well as a maator of common law, 
he is considered better qualified for the 
work than for supervision over the aative 
labors of a diocose. The titlo la likely, 
therefore, to bo honorary, without the sup- 
plementary power of an arohbiahop. Yet, 
as the porsonal representative of the Popo 
in Amerioa, tho new cardinal will oocupy a 
station higher than that which tho powers 
of an archbishop could bring to him, 

Washington, Oot. ig. —The renewed re- 
ports that Mgr. Satolli is about to be created 
a cardinal are not doubted here, although 
the Catholic dignitariea cannot verify the 
statement that official notiae has been re- 
ceived that the ceremony will occur in two 
or throe weeks. Mgr. Satolli is absent in 
Canada, but his assistant, M, Sbaretti, said 
no notice had been received, so far as lie 
know. Suoh communications will go to 
Mgr. Satolli, however. Tbo ablegate, it 
was added, had not made known any such 
facts to his household. When Bishop Keane 
recently returned from Rome ho stated that 
the Pope's encyolical next month would ele- 
vate the American ablegate'* household, and 
that Mgr. Satolli would be made a cardinal 
In the course of time. Tho present report 
appears to be in line with Bishop Keane's 
semi- official statement.

SATOLLI'S EREFEBMEtfT. 

To lie Advanced to the Cardinalate Very 
Shortly, With Jurisdiction Over Ec- 
clesiastical Questions. 

Rom k, Oct, 19 —Information from tho 
Vatican makos it possible to givo details 
alnut the cardinalato to be given Mgr. 
Satolli and tho retirement of Mgr. Satolli', 
secretary, Fathor Papi, from tho Vatican 
staff in order >o join tho Jesuit ordor. Four 
months' ago Fattier Papi applied for his 
exeat. The requeHt contemplated a retire- 
ment from official connections with the 
Vatican foreign oorvice and tho prospective 
honorB it had in Btoro for him. It Was 
made known that he desired to retire from 
tho world and devote his lifo to the Jesuit 
order. To this ond ho applied to the 
Joeuit'a order at Now York for admission. 
Tho plans wore modliiod, however, by the 
premature rsportB of Father Pa pi's inten- 
tion. It waB felt also, by thoao having the 
Jesuit interests at heart, that tho accession 
of Mgr. Satolli's Beoretary to the Jesuits 
might arouse orlticlani, on tho ground that 
the ono best informed of tho confidential 
transactions of tho ablegate had joined an 
order popu'arly supposed to ba opposed to 
Mgr. Satolli. While this oritioiBm would 
be groundless, it was deemed advisable to 
avoid the possible cause of a " Jesuit trick. " 
For this reason, it iB believed, tho Now York 
provincial will advise Father Papi to wait a 
yoar or two before taking his exeat and join, 
ing tho order, by which timo Father l'api'a 
confidential rotations with Mgr. Satolli 
will have terminated. 

Concerning tho cardinalato to bo oonferrod 
on Mgr. Satolli, there appoars no ground for 
tho reports that notice of the appoint- 
rnont had boon forwardod to tho ablegate. 
The consistory of cardinals dooB not moot 
until next month, so tho actual determina- 
tion of his appointmont will not be made 
until then. In tho meantime there are toven 
names under consideration, from whloh num. 
bar ib is considered oortain that the oordi. 
nala will be named, Mgr. Satolli among 
tho sovon. It Is said tho conferring of tho 
rod hat on Mgr. Satolli will bo oelobrated 
at Cardinal Gibbons' ohuroh in Baltimore,

PULLMAN PALACE CAR CO. 

Annual Mectine of the InBtltution-Summary 
of the Eeport. 

Chicago, Oot. 19. — The annual meeting of 
the stockholders of the Pullman Palace Car 
Company was held here yesterday. Over 
§25,000,000 of the oapital stock was repre- 
sented. The following directors were re- 
elected : George M. Pullman, Marshall 
Field, J. W. Doane, Norman Williams and 
O. S. Sprague, of Chicago ; C. Hurlbnrt, of 
New York, and Henry R Reed, of Boston. 
The usual quarterly dividend of $2 per 
share was declared from the . net earnings 
and will be paid November 15 to the stock- 
holders. The annual statement for the 
fiscal year ending July 31 shows a 
total revenue of §9,595,067 and expendi- 
tures of $7,274,650, leaving a surplus for 
the year of §2,320,416 Of the disburse- 
ments $2,880,000 was paid out In dividends 
Upon the capital stock. 

The statements show that no profit was 
cnade by the operation of the workB at Pull- 
man during the last year. The revenue Is 
tnade up of three items — earnings of cars, 
§8,701.934 ; patents, §6,386, and " rentals, 
dividends, interests, etc," inoluding loss on 
the manufaoturing department, $62,264. 
The total assets are[set down as §62.042,608. 
The number of passengers carried during 
the V e »r was 5,282,323, and the number of 
tnilea run was 197,408,503 During the 
previous year 5,673,129 passengers were 
carried and 206,473,796 miles wore run. 
The year juat ended shows a de- 
cease of about 7 per cent, in the 
lumber of pasaengera carried and of 
about 4 per cent, in the number of 
tnilea run. The value of the manufaoi-ured 
product of the oar works was $4,347,317, 
B, D d of other industries, including rentals, 
§578,014, making a total of $4,925,331, 
ftgainBti $13,414,708 for the previous year. 
Ihe wages paid amounted to $4,968,548, 
against $7,751,644 for the preceding year. 
The report of Mr. Pullman to tho directors 
takes up at some length the question of the 
Strike, but he makes in the published state- 
t»i e pt no comment not made at the time of 
his public utterances during the strike. The 
hurflber of men now employed at the works 
la 2,610, and tho aoale of wagea la tho same 
that existed at the timo of the strike. Mr. 
I'ullman made the statement that " by iu- 
Oroaflod attention to their work the mechan- 
ics have under the same piece work prices 
iti cr eo8ed their dally average earnings from 
§2.03 last April to $2 16 in the last half of 
September."

EDUCATION AND THE FRANCHISE 

When the franchise in Great Britain had 
been very considerably extended, Mr. 
Robert Lowe is reported to have said, allud- 
ing to the newly enfranohisod : " These are 
our masters ; come, let us educate them." 
What the cynical statesman said was nothing 
but tho truth. The electors are tho masters 
of the country, and if they are not educatod 
the country will bo badly governed. "But,' 1 
says someone, " the great muss of the peo- 
ple have to earn their living by the aweat of 
their brows, and thoy have no time to get 
an education. It ia as impossible for a wholo 
community to be intelligent as it is for 
them all to bo wealthy." If this is 
the case, has it not been a very great mis- 
take to give the whole community political 
power ? The men who toil have to consider 
and to come to some sort of decision on 
questions of vital importance to tho country. 
If it is Impossible for them to learn to think 
then political power is to them as an edged 
tool in tho hands of a child, or dynamite in 
the possession of a fool. On the assumption 
that it is impossible to teach the masses to 
think then the men who have been called 
reformers— the men who have worked hard 
and sacrificed much to extend politioal 
power to all classes of the people— instead of 
being the bonefaotors of society, have been 
ignorant, unthinking, short-sighted mis- 
chief-makers, doing what thoy oan to hasten 
destruction of tho State. 

It without doubt requires thought to come 
to reasonable conclusions on tho great ques- 
tions which in thcso days, and in all days, 
agitate the public mind. The pooplo, thoBO 
who are obliged to Bpond the groator part of 
their time in earning their own and thoir 
children's broad, aro required to deliberate 
upon questions rotating to taxation, upon 
tho relatione between capital and labor, 
upon what the State ought to do and what 
it ought not to do, what is and what 
is not its function. They aro asked by thoir 
frionds to dooide w hother froo trado or pro- 
motion is best for tho country — whothor tho 
Government can make money plonty when- 
ever it pleases to do so, or whother tho 
abundanco or scarciiy of monoy depends 
upon causes ovor whioh tho Govorn 
mont has little or no control '! 
All these aro matters whioh oome 
boforo tho pooplo in some shapo 
or other, and thoy are required to pro- 
nounce a decision upon them which will 
now or at some future period bo ombodiod 
n the law of tho land. If they cannot loam 
to think, if it is imposaiblo for them to de- 
cide intelligently, submitting suoh ques- 
tions to thorn ia nothing moro or less than 
mockery and popular government is no 
hotter than a farco. 

Hut whothor thoy aro qualified to havo a 
voico in tho management of tho affairs of 
tho nation or not they do exoroiso thoir 
powers as oleators, thoy do deoido in soma 
way* on tho momontoua subjects wo have 
lirtmcd and many others. Somotimos thoy 
niako a droadful mess of it as they havo In 
aomo of tho States of tho Union, aud havo 
Bent men to tho Legislatures to do all sorts 
of Impoeeiblo things, and to oarry out many 
mlsohiovoua thoorioa. Populist govornmont 
is tho result of tho want of knowlodgo 
and ability to think on tho part of tho oloc. 
tors. Tho oxporionoo which the pooplo of 



these States are acquiring is educating 
them, but their education is costing them a 
good deal. They will know batter by and 
by than to vote for demagogues and politioal 
fanatios. Bub thore ia surely a cheaper and 
quicker way of acquiring politioal intelli- 
gence than by olooting bad and fooliBh law 
makers. 

It ia a mistake to beliova that a man 
must go to school to leurn to think. Tho 
art of thinking is not, we are sorry to say, 
very successfully taught in the sohoolB, no 
mattor by what name they aro oalled. The 
man, gifted with common sense, who keeps 
his oyea open to what is going on around 
him, who listens to what la said on the pub 
lie quostiouB of the day, who takes a part in 
discussions on the street and at the fireside, 
and who reads the nowspapora, cultivates his 
intelligence and is daily and hourly taking 
lessona in tho arb of thinking. It ia sur- 
prising how well many men improve their 
minds and how muoh knowlodgo they ac- 
quire with few or no other moanB of educa- 
tion than those wo have montioned. 

It may bo quite true that a whole com- 
munity oannob beoomo intelligent, but a Buf- 
ficent number of ita members oan acquire 
enough practical knowlodgo to give tho 
wholo of it a oharaoter for intelligence. 
Thero aro communities in which an ignorant 
blatherskite or the propagator of immoral 
and dangerous political doctrines stands no 
chance of making an impression, or of oven 
getting apatient hoaring. Tho leaven of in- 
telligence iu such a community leavens tho 
whole lump, and this is tho kind of intelli- 
gence that makes popular government safe 
and workable. Let men who havo brains in 
thoir heads keep wide awako, and use tho 
moans of improvement that are within their 
reach, and thoy will bo too intelligent to be 
msdo either the dupes^or the tools of schem- 
ing domagogues or politioal enthusiasts. 
Tho doctrine that aomo mon are born to bo 
tho slaves and other men aro born to rule, is 
contrary to both the genius of our race and 
tho spirit of our constitution. 



NO PLEDGE GIVEN. 

Our Kamloopa oorreepondont states dis- 
tinctly and definitely that Mr. Martin gave 
no now pledge on Nomination Day. He 
said that tho position he occupied with re- 
gard to the British Pacific waB then pre- 
cisely what it was at the general elec-.ion. 
He had nob changed his opinion and he 
would give nothing further either by word 
or in writing. So lb is nob true that Mr. 
Marpole or anyone else aucceeded in ex- 
torting from the Chief Commissioner of 
Landa and Works a new pledge of any kind 
or in any shape. 

We are further informed that the Opposi- 
tion never had the alighteit show of defeat- 
ing Mr. Martin. We are quite sure that 
our correspondent is not miBtakon in this, 
for if Mr. Semlin and Mr. Sword believed 
that they had the slightest ohanco of win- 
ning the North Yale seat they would not 
havo gone through the empty form of trying 
to find out where Mr. Martin stood on the 
British Paoific question. They would, 
without doubt, have had their man nomi- 
nated if Mr. Martin was prepared to take 
any number of the strongest and most bind- 
ing pledges bo oppose both tho British 
Paoific and every ono who favored its con- 
struction. No ono who knows the 
men will believe that thoy would 
lose the chance of defeating a 
member of the Government for any oarthly 
consideration. The moral effect of a victory 
would have set the Opposition up as a party 
—would havo given them tho preBtigo and 
the Btanding which they need bo badly, and 
whichjbhere is no chanoe of their getting in 
any other way. They, no doubt, saw all 
this dearly enough, and it is not ab all 
likely that they would lose such an immense 
advantage if there was tho remotest pros- 
pect of securing it. 



PLAIN SPEAKING. 

The Monetary Times, of Toronto, a com- 
mercial journal of high Btanding, has tho 
uudaoiby bo condemn the single tax theory 
in very strong terms. Commenting upon 
tho action of the Trades and Labor Council 
of Toronto in refusing to receive delegates 
from either Socialist or Singlo Tax organiza- 
tions, it says : 

By rofusing to hold communion with tho 
Singlo Taxera, th- Council has taken a 
stand whioh all decent pooplo may bo tx- 
peotod to follow. Of all forms of socialism, 
single tax is the moat repellent to justieo 
and fair dealing. Tho man who to got rid 
of his own share of tho public burthons 
wishes to throw tho wholo exponso 
of the protection of life and pro- 
perty upon a singlo olaaa, has no right to 
expect tho sympathy of tho honest man who 
does not attempt to shirk his fair aharo of 
tho public burthens. Tho manifestation of 
a deaire to ( scape all contribution to tho do- 
fenco of life and proporty iB tho next stop to 
leaving lifo and property unprotected, a 
state of things which ia summed up in tho 
Bingle word anurohy, Some forms of social- 
ism may command reapeot if not sympathy, 
but for Binglo tax it Is difficult to Bee how 
any right-mindod person can havo any other 
fooling than that of louthing and contempt. 
Tho real obj^ot of tho Singlo Tuxers, if no 
longer avowed, is tho confiscation of ono 
form of proporty, and that which in all 
countries is hold in tho highest respoot. Tho 
confiscation of land, bo ib remombored, 
means tho confiscation ot all tho mortgages 
founded upon it, which aro not land, but 
porsonal property. 

It has always been a wondor to us how 
honest mon could bring themselves bo sup- 
port a system whioh is baBed upon wholeBalo 
robbery. It seoma to ua that no sophiatry, 
bo it ovor so spooioua, oan disguise tho bold 
dishonoaty which is the fundamental princi- 
ple of Henry Goorgo's singlo-tax theory. 
Tho oynioal way in which Georgo ridicules 
tho idea of giving thoao who are legally the 
owners of land tho slightest compoueation 
for what, according to his system, tho State 
ought to tako from thorn is, it might bs 
thought, sufficient to shook and disguBt any- 
one who has anything liko proper ideas us 
to what constitutes common honoaty. 



SEAL PKESBR fEUS, 

It la amusing to boo how solicitous ur 
American neighbors are about the preserva- 
tion of seal life. Thoir anxiety aboub the 
Beala is in striking contrast to their .care- 
lessness with reapeob to Bah. The Ameri- 
cans are, we believe, without exoop^on bho 
moat rookleBB, tho most wasteful and tho 
most short-Bighted fiahormon °n the fauo of 
the oarth. On this side of tho continent 
thoy havo waged u, war of extermination 
against the salmon. They have used all 
sorts of murderous devicea to entrap and 
kill that valuable fish. Thoy havo allovvod 
tho salmon hardly a Bingle chanoe for thoir 
lives, and have donied them almost every 
opportunity to propagate their species, 
They havo troated tho mackorel on the other 
Bide of the continent in the sumo way- The 
mackorol fishing grounds off tho American 
ahoro are like the greater number of tho 
salmon rivera that run through United 
States territory. They are barren— com- 
pletely fished out. 

Wo verily believe that were it nob for 
American jealousy of British sealers the fur 
seal would ere this havo gono tho way of the 
Californian salmon and the East Bhore 
mackerel. Hut our neighbors could not tol- 
orato oooing British Boalora in Bearing Sea. 
They wanted to have that sea as their wn 
aoal preBorvo, in order that they might kill 
them when thoy likod and how they liked. 
But when they found tho British seal hunter 
in tbesoa thoy became suddenly most careful 
of Bnal lifo. Even now, after tho p»ria arbi- 
tration has decided that tho United States 
haa no property in tho soala swimming in tho 
Bigh seas of tho Paoific Ocean and Behring 
Sea, they cannot roooncilo thomaelvca to the 
idoa that the British have aB good a right to 
hunt aoala in thoao waters »a they havo. 
They atigmatizo the British soalera as poaoh- 
era, aud thoy aro oontinually bewailing the 
big catch of this year. They bollove, or af- 
fect to believe, that the fur aeal will Boon bo 
exterminated and that it ia the BritiBh seal- 
ers who are to blame for thoir extermina- 
tion. Tho following article from Bradstreet's 
is a vory mild specimen of tho ordinary 
Amerioan jeremiad on the acol " fishery " : 

A Bomowhat diaoourogiug outlook for the 
future of the seal fisheries i a indicated in the 
reports of tho naval officers commanding the 
vessels on the Behring sea patrol, aa sum- 
marized in a dispatch from Washington. 
The reportB, it appears, ahow that tho regu- 
lations imposed in accordance with the find- 
ings of the Paris tribunal aro of littlo avail 
in proteotiDg the eeala during what iB known 
aa tho open season. While a belt aixty 
milea wide of the ocoan surrounding the 
aeal islands ia cloeed to sealing oraft, 
they have not suffered from the pro- 
hibition, fi r the i, aval officers report 
that tho seals are found asleep all over tho 
Burface of tho ocean outside of the oloaod 
zone. The open aea BO&lors killed about 
25.000 aeala in thia way laab se-aaon, and bho 
officers estimate that fully 80 per cent, of 
theBO were fomales, entailing an additional 
Iobs of aa many pup seala. In addition to 
thia number it ia nob doubted bbat voiy 
many moro seals were killed, and sunk 
boforo thoir bodies could bo reoovered, and 
Bo were not reported. One officer ventures 
the prediotiou that at the preaent rata of 
slaughter the seals will bo exterminated 
within five yours, regardless of any aetion 
by our government in the direction of bub- 
ponding the taking of seals on the seal 
islands for a specified time each year.

Yours, etc..

"A strangor, whom we judga to 
bs the moat patient man living, 
sends us this letter of irquiry," explained 
the editor of the Bulletin at the time.

In a moment the accident of two yours 
ago flashed into hia mind and the whole 
horrible scono seemed to ro-enact itaelf to 
him aa froah as upon tho day it happened. 

With abound Cum jumped from hia Boat. 
Tho man Beemod Buddonly to have 
booorr.e mad and, howling with ter- 
ror, ho rushed to the platform of 
tho car and tried to jump overboard. The 
conductor luckily waa at hand und seized 
tho unfortunato creature just in time to pre- 
vent his falling under the wheela of the car. 

Cum fought and yelled, in his struggles 
toaring tho conductor's watch-chain into 
fragments, hut other people coming to the 
conductoi's assistance tho crazy Chinumun 
wua hauled back into the car and bold in 
spite cf hia frantic efforta to get freo. 

All tho way to town he shouted and 
fought, but gradually tho spell worked itself 
off, and whon tho train drew up ot the sta- 
tion Cum had returned apparently to hia 
normal senses, aLd walked away as calmly 
as if nothing hud happened. 

Strange aa this atory may appear it is 
vouched for by quite a number of people 
who wore on the truin and witnessed tho 
whole scene.

Solemn Servlee.

St. Petersburg, Oct. *,9.— A bulletin 
from Livadia (Crimea) dated October 17 
Bays that the Cz.r'a condition is aggravated. 
The weakness is great and the heart acts 
unsatisfactorily. The appointment of the 
Cz\rewltoh as regent is hourly expected. 

Vienna, Ocb. 19 —A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg to the foreign office save that the 
Czir is sinking very fo>!t and news of his 
death may come at any momnnr. 

Paris, Oct. 19 —The Courier du Soir 
Bays it iB rumored that the Cz»r is dead. 
No confirmation of the rumor was obtain- 
able, nor could it be traced to any authori- 
tative Bource. • 

London, Oot. 19 —The Standard in a 
leader thie morning Bays : We shrink from 
speculating upon the consequences that may 
result in Aeiu as well bb in Europe when a life 
so valuable as that of the Czar enda. Seldom 
has there been in recent times a moment 
when the Czir might, for good or evil, bo bo 
potent a factor in the fortunes of the Eiat. 
Without expecting the collapso of China, 
the time muBt soon oomo when the problem 
of the far East must be taken into account. 
When that crisia arrives it will be a miafor- 
tune to the world if Russia's policy Bhall be 
guided by any other hand than Mb. 

St Petersburg, Oot. 19 — A dispatoh 
sent from Uvadia at 7 o'clock this evening 
says that the Czjr's condition had not 
changed in the last hour. Keen anxiety is 
evident thronghoub the capital this even 
ing. The itreeta are unusually full, and 
everybody is reading bulletins or inquiring 
for the latest news irom the Czir'a bedside. 
Solemn prayers for the Cz»r were said at 
the Cathedral of St. Isaao to night. Min- 
isters, high officials, and tho mom conspicu- 
ous members of St. Petersburg sooiety were 
present. 

Copenhagen, Oct. 19 —Private tele- 
grams from St. Petersburg at 10 o clook say 
that the Czar's condition is slightly less 
critical. 

Paris, Oot, 19 —After tha special service 
in the Rusaian churoh this morning B.ron 
Mohrenhauer, the RuaBian ambassador, was 
Burrounded by persons inquiring eagerly 
after tho Cz»r. He replied : «' His condi- 
tion is very Berious, but far from hopeleaa.

In the afternoon music, art and 
literature were the themes that were elo- 
quently and enthusiastic »lly descanted 
upon. To-morrow's celebration has been 
looked forward to as likely to prove the 
grandest of the season, It being Taooma's 
Day, Lumbermen's Day and Chatauqua 
Day.

A large band of fat cattle parsed through 
here Monday, we presume from the Similk- 
ameen valley, and were shipped by the 
Transfer. 

Frank Davli.i, Indian inspector, went out 
to visit the Indiana at CuIiub Laku. He 
thinks the IndiariB will feel disposed to re- 
build the bridge at the crossing of Veddar 
creek. 

The manse waa the scene of a happy gath- 
ering on Thursdav eveniDg in the shape of a 
surprise party Ic ia juat two years since 
Rev. Mr and Mrs Ligan oamo to Chilli- 
waok, and tho members of the Presbyterian 
congregation wished to thow their apprecia- 
tion of their pastor and hia lady by a vinit 
and Bumptunua tea. So carefully were the 
arrangements mude that tho oocupants of 
the manse were taken completely by sur- 
prise. UpwardB of fifty persona wore pre- 
Bent who or j >yed a bountiful tea and spent a 
moat delightful and enjoyable evening. 

A good deal of interest and speculation 
has been associated with the attempt to 
hold our annual exhibition this year. We 
think that, taking all things into considera- 
tion, the agricultural society did the wise 
thing in deaidiDg to hold it. It will be re- 
membered by all the people of the valley 
only too well that as late bb the 10th of 
June the whole valley wbb under water, and 
what a few weeks sinoe wore fields of grain 
and vegetables, were then tho saenes of 
boating excursions. Bearing this in mind, 
It will be seen at onoo tho difficulties that 
our farmers have had to contend with in 
aeouring a crop for this year, and it can 
easily bu seen with what timidity tho asso- 
ciation attempted a fair for thia season.

HON. MR MORTON'S COACHMAN. 

He Is to Be Deported to England Under Pro- 
visions of Contract Labor Act. 

Washington, Ojfc. 19. — Acting under in- 
structiona, now that Judge Lacombe has de- 
cided that ho haa no jurisdiction in the case 
of John Jumes Howard, who cimo out under 
contract as under-coachman for ex-Vioe- 
Preaident Morton, Immigrant Commiasioner 
Senner. at New York, will immediately de- 
port Howard, and U. S Diatriot Attorney 
Macfarlane will enter a oivil auib EgainBt 
Mr. Morton for violation of the -slien con- 
tract labor law. Seoretary Carlisle's action 
in the Howard case follows identically along 
the lines laid down in tho Howlelt eaee in 

1891. C. W. Eustice, of Washington, 
D.C., in May, 1891, imported from Eng- 
land under contract Francis John Howlett, 
to serve as head stableman and coachman. 
Acting Secretaiy O. L Spaulding on Jane 
23, 1S91, sent the papers in the Howlett) 
oaBe to U.S. Diatriot Attorney Cole, of 
Washington, to prosecute Howard and C. 
W. EuBtice. In this letter Mr. Spaulding 
said the Treasury department has uniformly 
held that a coachman is not to be " classed 
aa a striotly poreonal or domestic servant in 
the senBe of tho law." Attorney-General 
Miller, under date of July 15, 1891, in- 
structed U.S. District Attorney Cole to 
"bring the case against Mr. EuBtice to 
trial." In the meantime Mr. Euatice, it is 
said, had returned to Paris, France, where 
ho haa aince resided, for on January 5, 

1892, tho packet of the oaao of the U.S. vs. 
W. C. Euatioe haa thia memorandum writ- 
ten across it: 1892, January 5, summons 
returned, "not found." Howlett also re- 
turned to Europe without undergoing trial. 

POLLARD VS. B KECK EN RIDGE. 

The Kentucky Member of Congress Likely to 
Evade the Judgment of the Court, 

Washington, Oot. 19 —On a motion by 
Mr. Gordon Carliee, oounael for Madeleine 
Pollard in the case of Pollard v. Brocken- 
ridge, of Kentuoky, the Court of Appeals for 
the district of Columbia ordered the appeal, 
whioh had been aaked for in this case, 
stricken from the docket of the court on the 
ground that it had not been entered within 
the statutory time. This ends the litigation 
aa far as the courts of the district aro con- 
cerned and leavea tho plaintiff free to collect 
her judgment of §15,000 and costa from Col. 
Breckenridge when and how she cm. Mr. 
Breckenrldge's Balary for tho romainder of 
his congressional term ia oxempt by law 
from aeizure, and there ia no proviaion in the 
laws of tho district of Columbia aB there is 
on the Btotutes of some of the states for the 
arrest and detention of a person about to 
loove tho jurisdiction of tho stata without 
complying with the judgments of the courts.

A QUESTION OP ENGINEERS. 

To the Editor :— The public are - apt to 
eipoct unusual intelligence and perspicuity 
from the newspaper reporter, bub it does 
seem nnreasonable to expect bim to know 
our errors of speeoh and to report noh the 
words we have spoken, bub the words we 
Bhould have spoken. When Alderman 
Munn or any obher alderman says thab Mr. 
Brown Browne would prove the saviour of 
the oounoil in their beroulean labors in the 
water supply question, how oan he expect 
the reporter to intuitively understand that 
Mr. Smith Smythe was meant, and that 
Smith Smythe should be substituted for 
Brown Browne. Yet Mr. Munn explains in 
hiB reply to " A Civil Engineer of Canada " 
that Mr. George Munroo, engineering ex- 
pert and president of the Civil Engineers of 
Canada, meant Mr. Thomas Munroe, engin- 
eer of the Soulanges canal, nominee for tho 
1895 presidency of the Society of Engineers 
of Canada, and engineer of varioue water- 
works systems, constructed in different 
pat ti of the country. 

Ic will no doubb interest Mr. Munn to 
know that tho British Columbia members of 
tho Canadian Sooiety of Civil Engineers 
have as yet rooeivod no intimation of the 
nomination of Mr. Munroe as president for 
tho year 1895. Their thanks are due to him 
for tho information. Their gratitude would 
be greater if he would let them know the 
eource of his information. 

I am well awaro that Mr. Thomas Munroe 
holds a distinguished position as a canal en- 
gineer, but I am totally ignorant of the 
waterworks systems Mr. Munn credits him 
with haviDg constructed in different parts of 
tho country. Will Mr. Munn please en- 
lighten the publioonthis point? Otherwise, 
I am afraid, we will have to cimeidor 
this waterworks 'mantlo thrown over Mr. 
Thomas Munroo's shoulders as unsubstan- 
tial as the mantle of the presidency in 
which Mr. George Munroe masqueraded for 
a brief moment. 

It seems to me that tho citizens of Vic- 
toria cannot place much confidence in the 
recommendations which aldermen in council 
make to each other, when it is possible for a 
member of the board to urge the engage- 
ment of an ongineer as an expert, the iden- 
tity of whose name is a matter of dispute. 

Our aldermen seem to be considerably 
worried over the talonts of various en- 
gineers. No engineers as yet have been 
found who could fathom tho profundity of 
the aldermanio knowledge of the details of 
their profession. It is said, indeed, that 
the professional ekill of tho trained and 
practised engineer should be of such a low 
standard that it cannot endorse the bril- 
liant emanations from tho fearfully and 
wonderfully constructed brains of the 
aldermanio board. 

The professional engineer stands back 
aghast with astonishment when he learns by 
reading the discussions of the oounoil, how 
little he knows of his profession. Eaoh 
alderman stands forth in the glare of the 
bright_daylight as the one and only author- 
ity on" matters pertaining to , hydraulics, 
railways, sewerage, oanals, electricity, 
mines, and all the other branches of the pro- 
fession. His wonder is increased tenfold 
when he thinks, and his mind tells him that 
all this vast fund of scientific knowledge has 
oome to the alderman the moment his ward 
elected him. 

A Beat In the council seems the royal 
road to engineering pre-eminence. What 
a pity that our young men, when entering 
the profession could not be made aldermen, 
and thuB be saved the years of atudy and 



practical education, whioh all engineers go 
through as a preliminary step to a knowl- 
edge of this, the most soientifia of all pro- 
fession! ! After suoh a course of training 
the young engineer realizes how little he 
knows of ail the manifold branches of his 
chosen profession, and how perilous ib Is to 
deal with subjects foreign to his studies and 
experience. 

Yet we find a new Hedged alderman, who 
possibly has jusb left a carpenter's benoh, 
deciding engineering questions of all kinds 
without a blush and in lamb like innooonce 
of tho groterquenesB of his position. It is 
said that where innooenoe is bliss it is folly 
to be wise, and that foola rush in where 
angels fear to bread. I recommend these 
quotations to the consideration of every 
alderman when he rises In the oounoil cham- 
ber to give vent to his opinions on tho engi- 
neering of the Victoria waterworks.

BEET BOOT SUGAR. 

Proposed Establishment of the Industry on 
the Pacific Slope. 

Tacoma, Oct. 19. — E. H. Libby, of 
Yakima, and Jay O. Graves, of Spokane, 
are in the city on their way home from 
the irrigation congress recently held at 
Denver. Mr. Libby says thab while in 
Chicago he made partial arrangements to 
intorest between §400,000 and S500.000 of 
EaBtern oapital in a proposed beet sugar 
plant to be looated at Yakima. Such a 
plant would, ho says, use about 7,000 tons 
of coal evory year, a large quantity of lime 
rook, and would employ nearly 200 pooplo. 
Jay O. Graves says that the next irrigation 
oongreBB may, in September, 1895, nmot at 
Spokane. The executive committee of tho 
lust convention has the choice of selection, 
and the decision is between Albuquerque, 
Mow Mexico, and Spokane, Washington. 

STANDARD OIL COMPANY. 

Purchase of Largo Tracts of Oil Lands In 
Pennsylvania, 

WlLKKSBABBB, Pa., Oat. 19.— The faot 
has just been made public that the Stand- 
ard Oil Company and the Eastern Penn- 
sylvania Oil Company have purchasod large 
tracts of oil fields in Susquehanna, Colum- 
bia, Luzerne and Schuylkill counties. Pro- 
speotors have been at work more than a 
year, and the matter was kept quiet. 
Many farmers wore induced to part with 
their lands at the market figures. In Hun- 
tington valley, Luzerne county, the opera- 
tions of the prospectors aroused suspicion, 
and the farmers there are demanding fabul- 
ous prices for their lands. 

IMPERIAL APPOINTMENTS. 

Changes Among the Law OlUcers of the 
Grown, 

London, Oct. 19 — The Queen has ap- 
proved the appointment of Sir H. T. Reid 
to suoaeed Sir John Rlgby as Attorney- 
General and that of Frank Lockwjod to 
succeed Sir H. T. Reid as Solioitor-General. 
These changes are the result of Sir John 
Rigby's appointment as a Lord of Appeal.

1 05 21 2 5. 

A BATCH OF NEW RECORDS. 

Waltiiam, Mass , Oct. 19.— Harry Tyler 
performed the most remarkable cycling feat 
of the season this evening on the Waltham 
track, beating the previous world two 
miles standing start record by twelve sec- 
onds and at the same time going a second 
faster than even the world flying start re- 
cord. Arthur Porter, of Waltham, lowered 
three of the class " A " records which Harry 
Davidson came here from Canada to estab- 
lish, doing it by a good margin and beating 
two of them twice. First oame out Nat 
Butler and his brother Joe on a tandem. 
They had reached the quarter mile pole in 
about 2G seconds, when tho machine col- 
lapsed and the men had a bad fall. Joe 
Butler's arm will be worn in a sling for u 
few days, but Nat escaped uninjured. 

Harry Tyler of Springfield then appear- 
ed and tried for tho two mile. Tnis had been 
made by Kennedy in Denver in 4 15 ard 
hua Btood untouched since August 18. Tyler 
was paced by threo tandem teams. His 
diatanooa wero : Quarter, 28 1 5; third, 
42 1 5; half, 1 09 1-5; three quarters, 1 30 
1 5; milo, 2 0; mile and a quarter, 2 30 1-5; 
milo and a third, 2 40 3 5; mile and a half, 
3.01; mile and two-thirds. 3 22 1-5; mile 
and three quarters, 3 32 2 5; two miles, 
4 03. As Tyler had previously held the 
world's standing start records for the j|, J, 
and 1 mile, and as all the above aro new 
records above the milo mark, Tyler there 
fore now holds all standing stort world's 
records above the half milo. The moBt ro- 
markablo purt ia that he has put the atand- 
ing start records a full second lower than 
the Hying start record for two miles, which 
Butler holds on this same track, and this 
ia eapecially remarkable ainco tho standing 
one milo record ia 7 3 S seconds lower than 
tho flying one milo. 

Arthur Porter next triod for tho class A 
records, hold by Harry Davidton, of 
Toronto, on the Bumo track. Ho was paced 
by a triplet. Hia first attempt was at 
Davidson's 27 quarter and 30 2 5 third mile 
records. Ho easily lowored both, going the 
quarter in 20 2-5 and tho third in 35 1 5 
Gardiner, of Rockford, III., camo out on a 
now geared wheol, tho apparatus of which 
was hidden in a tin sheathing, and rodo a 
quarter unpsoed in 28 3-5 and a third in 
39 1-5. Sanger's world's rocord for tho third 
has beon 40 Beconds. It was now gotting 
dark and chilly, but Porter mado ono more 
attempt with the triplet pacing him, and 
lowered tlin half milo paced record, flying 
start (65 3 5) of Davidson, iloing tho quarter 
in 20 3 5, the third in 35 4 5 and tho half in 
55 2 5.

DAKING HOLD- UP. 

Tho Texas Puclilc Through ExpresB Stopped 
and Robbed by Bandits. 

Fort Worth, Oct. 19, —The west bound 
Toxaa and Pacific through express train for 
California, leaving hero at 9 05 this morn- 
ing, was robbed about noon to-day near 
Gordon, seventy miles weBt of here. The 
robbers secured about $20,000 from the 
Pacific Express Co., and but for their in- 
ability to open the sjfa of the Texas it 
Pacific Coal Co., contaiuing §20,000 in gold, 
would have mado a larger haul, Four men 
oame upon a section g>>ng about noon, 
covered them with Wincnesters and forced 
them to spread the rails and flag tho on- 
coming train. The engineer and fire- 
man wore then lined up with tho 
section gang and guarded, whilo two 
rr.ea entered tho cxpresB car and covered 
tho messenger before ho was aware of their 
presence. Tho messenger was ordered to 
open the safe containing the money of the 
TexaB & Pacific Coal Company. On bis 
telling them that he could not do this they 
8eized u pick aud ruined the combination, 
remarking "If we cai.'oget tho money thoee 

d d minora shan't," Tho robbora fled 

southward and no trace oi them has yet been 
secured. 

Tho train crow first saw thero was some- 
thing wrong whon four milea east of Gordon 
tho section pung was Hugging tho train, und 
it was Been that a rail had been removed. 
After two of the robbers had covered tho 
engineer aud fireman with their rifles and 
walked them in front of tho engine, two 
moro of tho gang made their appoaranco. 
The whole gang then forced tho fireman and 
engineer to wulk ahead of them to 
tho express car and forced tho messenger to 
opon tho door of tho oxpreBS car. Afcer tho 
door had been opened the engineer und fire- 
men wore taken buck to their ongine by two 
of tho robbers. The two who remained to 
loot tho express our took overy valuable 
package oxcept those in tho through safe. 
Tho robbers kopt an oyo on tho mail clerks 
but did not bother thorn or tho passengers. 
PoBsea wero formed at onco to pursue tho 
bandita. Tho expreaa messenger rofuaed to 
aay any thing about tho robbery except to or- 
nroBa hia thanka that tho men had not killed 
him.
